The majority of 
lae men rejected have been for this 
cause. The indications are that the 
jury will not be, 
completed 
before 


Tuesday night and some of the attor- 
neys are of the opinion that it will not 
be completed before Thursday.

LEISUEE COMMONEST OF LUXURIES 


the Emperor Works All S 


and Is -\ot Disturbed by Sunrise 
Guurd Mount—Keturn of Pro-Rus- 
sians to Hi* Palace After MarquU 
Itcj'n tJei»arlare—Muiery In li.oreu 
aud Wliy tlie People Have Not 
Itlsen. 


\Viutry damps charged with agues 


aud rheumatism gave way the other 
Jay to the most c-ijuisile of soft spring 
mornings, writes the New York Post's 
correspondent from Chemulpo, Korea. 
I'be new season came as a sudden irra- 
diation, golden, 
filmy—the 
light of 


Asia. 
Nothing green on the mountain 


sides except the little sparse Pinus 
iinensis against that gray and ecru soil 
which is like the wool on a huddled 
flock of unshorn sheep; uothing green 
iu the bottom lands except the shim- 
mering of rivers. As we carne to Che- 
mulpo from Seoul on the early train 
the bed of Seoul river was level, shin- 
ing yellow sand, a desert as far as the 
abrupt, jugged, far away mountains, 
with just a crumpled- ribbon of green 
water negligently lying across it aud 
spots of ivory white hero aud there in- 
dicating cotton robed Koreans. 
My 


memory of Koreans will be of a people 
forever sedately strolling in snowy, 
belled long coats and basbi bazouk 
trousers, tending nowhere in particu- 
lar but in all directions, aud gathering 
at raihvuy stations to see tbe train 
come in as thickly as Catskill summer 
people do at postottices while mails are 
being sorted. Leisure is- tbe common- 
est of luxuries; indolence tbe most re- 
spectable of habits. 
On a day and a 


ride like that we have had we reach 
at last an understanding of the reason, 
for naming Korea the country of tlie 
morning calin. 


Nothing south of Pingyang disturbs 


the morning calm save the endless 
landings of Japanese immigrants, the 
passage of spavined, under nourished 
cavalry and the (5:30 o'clock change of 
guard to accompaniment of drums and 
weird bugles at the imperial palace. 
You would think that the emperor 
would object to the racket tbe guard 
makes. He does not, because he has 
not yet retired to sleep. 


"Why does he do all his work at 


night?" I inquired of one of his offi- 
cers. The answer was: "Plots and con- 
spiracies and all dark doings proceed 
best at night. 
What more natural, 


then, that the emperor, remembering 
the past, should call his ministers about 
him and keep the palace occupied at 
night instead of in the day?" 


A simple enough safety device, pure- 


ly Korean. It reminds ouo of the mo- 
tive for giving up the bicycle. 
This 


machine was invented in China in the 
time of Mencius and bad one crank 
for going forth and one for corning 
back, which operated very well till one 
day a woman took a bicycle from a 
shop where the coming back part was 
being repaired. 
Not knowing that re- 


pairs had not been completed, the log- 
ical thing happened—she rode on and 
on and never was able to turn home- 
ward again. 
Another illustration of 


Korean mental processes relates to the 
ironclad. 
Korea invented the first in 


the world, used it, discarded it. As to 
why no care was taken to improve it 
and maintain the sea supremacy a Ko- 
rean answers: "Why should we? The 
war was over. You don't carry about 
a fan all winter, do you, because you 
will need it next summer?" 


Two features of class organization 


have readied Ihe absurd pbuse in Ko- 
rea. One is aristocracy and the other 
trade unionism. It was thought that 
the oppressions of the one might be re- 
sisted by the other. Such h;is not been 
the case. Lalior is probably nowhere 
so low, so servile, so menial, so cheap, 
today as here. 
Chinese is expensive 


labor compared to Korean. Unions are 
utterly ineffective. Professor Griffith's 
book saying the contrary being de- 
clared by well informed Americans as 
out of elate and touch. Once powerful 
unions existed among mechanics, por- 
ters, hat weavers, coffin makers and 
masons. 
E:(ch class achieved what 


American and British unions now aire 
nt, a monopoly. Sometimes they ob- 
tained it by purchase or by bribery or 
by proscription, paid a tax to the gov- 
ernment, and then endeavored to and 
did gain for their chiefs "almost des- 
potic power," not only in tbe way of 
supplanting courts iu the administra- 
tion of justice, but in dealing out ex- 
treme penalties, even death. The men 
and unmarried women who carry bur- 
dens on crotcbcd sticks tied to their 
backs thought a few years ago that 
they had an invincible organization, 
nau:bcring 10,000, self governing and 
detached from operations of law "like 
German university students. v\ ho are 
responsible to the faculty, but not to 
the police." 
All that is of tbe past. It 


was incompatible with order. 
One 


wouid like to know more about it. and 
If the Japanese make "tlie front" a 
prohibited territory long enough I hope 
to learn. 


Perhaps the form of government has 


had much to do with the failurq of 
trade organization. 
One will need tc 


remember, however, that China, with 
(he moat elaborate trade unionism in 
(he world, lias not a high standard of 
popular living. 


It turns out thnt my impression on 


landing at 
r'11-.-.au wns corroct—lho;-e 


nre practically but two cljisws. "Il<» Is 
neither ox nor horse" is one of tbe pop- 
ular snyiugs. Yet-there are fine sub 


wdinate distinctions. 
Emperors, no- 


bles and the rest are counted as tbe 
three main divisions. Among the third 
there are subdivisions, and iu the low- 
est of the subdivisions there are still 
others, called "the seven vile callings," 
those of the boatman, the merchant, 
the jailer, the mail carrier, tl'e monk, 
the butcher and the sorcerer. Outside 
of all are the serfs or slaves, which are 
held as chattels and inherited like 
pieces of land. "All that has preserved 
the present mode of government," one 
Is informed by a missionary who has 
long lived here aud observed, ''is the 
nfar-tice of ifiakinu' the whole family of 
a malefactor responsible for his mis- 
deeds." Tims it is stiil the law that 
the wife and children of a condemned 
criminal shall become the slaves of tbe 
convicting judge. 
Imagine whether 


even banded justice is common! The 
good which is supposed to reside in the 
practice is thai violation of law aud 
revolutions are kept down. A man is 
likely to hesitate long if the act he pur- 
poses to take shall mean not only pun- 
isbmcnt to himself, but to all those to 
whom he is tied by blood and affection. 
Curiosity regarding why tbe Koreans 
have not in 511 years overturned a 
grinding dynasty ought. I think, to be 
somewhat satisfied with tbe explana- 
tion contained in the enforcement of 
this detail of despotic feudalism. 


I don't blame them for not crying, 


like tiie murdered empress, "Korea for 
the Koreans," and I suppose no distance 
or lack of contact can prevent any one 
in Christendom from seeing that the 
very circumstance that the court is 
outwardly under Japanese influence at 
present produces a pro-Russian faction. 
To quote from the Daily 
Bulletin: 


"During Marquis Ito's sojourn the pro- 
Russians were all silent as if they 
had disappeared, but after tbe marquis 
left Seoul Yi Kun Tak is said to have 
gone to the palace and Kil Youg Su is 
reported to have opened his doors to 
many guests." 
Ito had enough sol- 


diers here to make the palace com- 
pound a waste place if be wanted to; 
and as I have said before, knowing 
what I speak of, tbe emperor is fearful 
of his shadow and bas to have (actual- 
ly) some one hold his hand when dan- 
ger threatens. Morning calm with him 
is not climatic; it needs human sup- 
port. 


THE MOLTKE OF JAPAN. 


General Fultusliiina Not So Much of
